of statesmanship which marked the interval 
between 1919 and 1939, Disiflusionment, in 
part at least, set in even before the Charter | 
received constitutional approval by the | 
parliaments of the signatory nations. And | 
the shadow of events in recent months has 
obscured much of the bright sky that ap- 
peared to have some semblance of perman- 
ence two years ago 

These are thoughts that 
take on new significance as Victorians, in 
common with the peoples of other lands, | 
observe “United Nations Week”—from to- 
morrow until Sept. 20. But what must be 
disturbing to minds capable of thinking and 
eyes not blind to the portents of the present | 
trend of international relations is that at 
this stage of the world's history it is neces} 
sary to allocate a “week” in which to try to 
focus intelligent attention on the meaning 
and actions of the one and only agency | 
charged with the authority to prevent 
World War Three. The creation of much 
greater interest than has manifested itself 
to date is so obviously essential that one 
almost despairs of the capacity of other 
wise sensible folk to do something in their 
own behalf—something which, if not done, 
will spell the end of civilization within a 
few years as sure as day follows night 

Instead of the mind exercising itself in 
the cause of universal and lasting peace for 
& period of seven days, however, it should 
devote to this purpose at least some part of 
every day of the 365 which constitute the 
calendar year Perhaps the average in 
tellect still clings to the old concept of in 
dividual impotence, that these are matters 
for governments, for international confer 
ences, Such an_ idea, of it utterly 
fallacious, And who are governments—with 
significant and weighty exceptions—if not 
the people who elect or rejqt them? Even 
such diversions “racing week” will be 
unknown in the not distant future if the 
United Nations fail to implement the rules 
and regulations of their Charter 

Let us not delude ourselves any longer 
The “world security organization”—the | 
temporary name by which the San Fran 
cisco conference was known the 
assembly coined thé U.N.—is not going well 
It is struggling against the old hates, the 
old suspicions, the old nationalisms, the 
old political and diplomatic manoeuvres, But 
it can do better; it must do better if life 
and liberty are to survive. It would be 
insulting the intelligence of our readers to 
enumerate its failures in detail. Nor will 
it do to shrug our shoulders and impatiently 
proclaim that until the men in charge of the | 
Kremlin show more willingness to co-oper- 
ate with the western democracies there is | 
nothing the peace-loving individual can do 
about it. This is sheer poppycock. 

When all the free peoples of the world | 
tell their governments that they rust make} 
peace secure—and even Russia will under 
stand that—the spokesmen for the Soviet | 
Union will soon change their tune, Nothing | 
cheers the totalitarian more than the spec: | 
“tacle of democratic apathy. Let that be re- 
membered during “United Nations Week” | 
—and all the weeks to come.

He said that Esquimalt had 
been anxious to co-operate but 
they were still waiting for a 
definite answer from Oak Bay 
and Saanich. 

Mayor Percy George said that 
Ald. Morgan had reported to him 
that City Comptroller D. A. 
Macdonald was preparing a 
financia! report on~the araiga- 
mation question which would be 
submitted .. shortly. He ___com- 
mented that it appeared as if the 
City Council were preparing to 
go to the people with a question 
they could not.“answer them- 
selves. 

Ald. Diggon expressed the fear 
that if the referendum was 
answered “no” it would, for a 
considerable period halt all 
moves toward amalgamation, 
even a factual investigation.

Hunter, seconder, agreed to 
tabling the motion until Oct.13, 
when they wanted the report to 
be in.

Supporters of the “islands”: at 
the Blanshard - Pandora intersec- 
tion won a partial victory at Fri 
day’s City Council meeting, when, 
after an argument another 
hour and 40 minutes, one was re- 
stored. 

Aldermen spent more than half 
of the time, at the beginning and 
close of the discussion arguing 
on how to proceed, whether a 
motion to rescind was necessary 
after a motion to reconsider, and 
who had the right to make stich 
a motion..-At the conclusion of 
the “battle of the islands” Ald. B, 
J. Gadsden wanted his vote re- 
corded in committee which is con- 
trary to the council's procedural 
rules. It took more than 15 min- 
ute’s further discussion to per- 
suade him 


WOULD ELIMINATE ONE 


Ald. J. D. Hunter, chairman of 
the public works committee, 
stressed the need of at least one 
“island” between Mason Street 
and Pandora Avenue, although 
he was willing to have the small 
triangular “island” which divided 
the south-bound traffic into two 
lanes at the intersection, elimin 
ated, 

Ald. Edward Williams immedi- 
ately countered by insisting he 
was more convinced than ever he 
was right in wanting both

Cleveland becomes the first majar city to offer transient flyers their own airport close to the busi- 
ness district. From the field above, it takes only five minutes to reach downtown Cleveland, instead | 
of the 45 minutes it takes from the big airport on the outskirts of the city,

CLEVELAND, O.—Cleveland is 
hangiig out a welcome sign to 
private pilots and aerial commu- 
ters. 

Along the lake front here is a 
new multi-million-dollar airport 
designed ‘for their particular 
needs. 

Cleveland planers found that 
their municipal airport, like 
those in dozens of other big cities 
across the country, was doing 
more to discourage pilots of light, 
private planes, than it was help 
ing them.
